States of the Union; aud the balance, 
113, were of foreign birth. 
Sixty-four 


were natives of Ireland; 314 were white, 
and 86 were colored; 07 of tho deoe- 
denb were under one year of age; 23 
were between the first and fifth year of 
age, a total of 90 under fivb years of 
age, or about 20 per cent, of the num 
her of deaths; 63 were over 10 years of 
age, and 8 were over 00 years. The av 
erage age of the decedents was 30 years, 
4 months and 11 days, The number of 
deaths in the first waul was 74; in the 
iccond ward, 67; In the third ward, 39; 
in the fourth ward, 48; in the fifth ward 
70; one died »l Fort Adamt; 4 at the U. 
S. Training Station, and 37 iu the New- 
port Hospital.

Board was held Tuesday evening to 
contlder the proposed new rules of the 
board. 
In the absence of Chairman 


Darker, Mr. Robert S. Franklin presi- 
ded. Miss Mary (i. Curley was elected 
teacher of music for the ensuing year 
at n salary of $000. Mr. Coziens, from 
tho committee on industrial school, re- 
ported that bids hod been obtained for 
the necessary machinery and tools for 
the school, and that all will bo in place, 
ready for work, in September. 


Superintendent Baker said the de- 


partment hnd received from the Chica- 
go Erpoaltion a certificate for the gen- 
eral e.xcollonce of the eohools, as shown 
by exhibits of the work.and one tor ex- 
cellence in special graded work, dress- 
making aud Hewing. Both.were framed 
and wore hanging in the committee 
room. He suggested that that relating 
to sewing go to the industrial school. 
Two medals accompanied the certifi- 
cates. 


Tho report of the special committee 


on rules was taken up but, with tho ex- 
ception of a few minor changes in the 
old rules, everything remains as it was 
before except in the caae of the duties 
of the committee on Industrial school, 
the following section havingbeen adopt- 
ed by a vote of seven to three and added 
to the old rules; 


"Voted, The committee on Townsend

supervision of all the departments in 
this building, and shall have referred 
to them for consideration all questions 
which may arise touching the welfare 
of the school.

A Newport Case Thrown out of 


Court. 


The suit of Benjamin Almy and wife 


against tho city of Newport for damage 
caused by changing the grade of Chan- 
nlng street has been thrown out of 
court. Judge Matteson Monday sus- 
tained a demurrer that had been of- 
fered by the City Solicitor. The Chief 
Justice says that in order to entitle an 
abutting owner to damages from a city 
re sal ting from a change of grade tne 
grade must have been established b; a 
surveyor of highways prior to March 6, 
1896, or by the Board of Aldermen of a 
city aubteqnent to 
that date. He 


further says that there is no averment 
in tho declaration of this suit that the 
grade was so established, and even if 
It had been, the proper remedy would 
have b«n an appeal from the appraisal 
of damages by the Board. The case is 
sent back to the Common Fleu division 
[or judgment for the defendant.

Numbering Thread. 


The questions, "Why is spool cotton 


numbered as it is; and why arc figures 
not used in regnlar order?" are often 
asked. Tho explanation is this: Tho 
numbers on the spool express tho num 
ber of banks which are required to 
wind a pound. Tho very finest spinning 
rarely exceeds 300 hanks to the pound, 
while, in tho very coarsest there is abou 
a half pound in each hank Tho more 
common qualities, however, those from 
which sewing thread is usually made, 
tun from 10 to 60 honks to tho pound, 
and tho spools on which it is \vooud arc 
numbered 10 to GO in accordance.

Some 
of the large buyers who held back eaiiy 
last week mads tome good purchases 
toward the close, and the same may be 
tho case Ihh week. 


But nobody who has canvassed the 


market can fall to notice the conserva- 
tive tone which prevails, and the feel- 
ing; of doubt expressed by many as ttt 
the future of prices. 
All admit that 


butter Is cheap, but, so they say, are 
other food products, and with the pros- 
pect of a very large make, they cannot 
see any chance for a profitable Invest-, 
ment. 


Still, the flush season will soon be over, 


and after this month there will probably 
be a shrinkage In production. Already 
It Is noticed that the hot weather has 
affected some of the Iowa creameries, 
and that a portion of the butter is be- 
ginning to lose its fine uniform high 
flavor. 


There Is a larger supply here and trada 


continues light; prices are barely main- 
tained. Forbc-st lots 7',4centslsanout- 
Eld« selling price, but as some cost over 
7 cents in the country, holders are ask- 
ing Wi to 8 cents. Some lots are coming 
forward for export, but the foreign de- 
mand generally is smaller than last year.

marks.

under. Fresh eastern sold at 13 cents, but 
In n small way, as the supply Is light. 
The stock In cold storage Is 76,741 cases, 
against S1.92H cases fame time last year.

and inadlums at 51 per bushel. Bales in 
a jobbing way at (1.10 per bushel. 


The market Is well supplied with new 


Bouthern potatoes at 51.60 to 51.75 per bar- 
ral. Old wilt probably be out of market 
after this week. 


The combination of spring wheat mil- 


lers still retains KB grip upon the market 
and the prices quoted during the week 
have shown no change from those quoted 
one week ago. The minimum prlco is 
53.93 per barrel, and the bulk of the mills 
are offering their product on that basis. 
A few special brands are held higher. 
There Is absolutely nothing doing by Job- 
bers or grocere as against future wants, 
this feature of the markot, prominent 
before the organization of the combine, 
being now entirely absent.
